3. The President agreed to accent Acting Secretary General U Thantts 
request that the U.S, quarantine be lifted for two days during his visit 
to Cuba, scheduled for tomorzow and Wednesday, 


4. The President directed that no jair reconnaissance missions be 
flown during the next two days. He said we should tell U Thant that 
after his visit to Cuba we intend to fly reconnaissance missions until 


the UN makes Satisfactory arrangements for aerial surveillance of 
Cuba, 


3. The President directed that urgent study be given to the elements 
of an inspection System which wouid be Satisfactory to us, 


to support the belief that Khrushchev!s Proposal to withdraw his missiles 
is sincere, but Pictures from today's reconnaissance mission will reveal 
whether work has stopped on the missile Sites, 
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
